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On ffie Job in Congress 


While some members of congress came 


under severe criticism earlier this year for 
practicing nepotism or otherwise profiting 
through the generous expense allowances 
of their offices, a recent report indicates 
that most members of congress are on the 
job when it is time to vote. 


The Congressional Quarterly reports 


that the average member of congress cast a 
"yea" or "nay" vote on nine out of each 
ten roll calls during the first five months 
of the 1959 session. The average for Dem- 
ocrats in both houses for 1959 was 90 per 
cent, 86 per cent in the senate and 91 per 
cent in the house. The average for Repub- 
licans in both houses was 91 per cent. 87 
per cent in the senate and 92 per cent in 
the house. This is a very good record be- 
cause most of the senators voted on every 
roll call unless they were absent for some 
valid reason. Illness of the senators them- 
selves or illness in the family or possibly 
death in the family accounted for many 
absences. Very active senators often are 
unable to vote because of conflict in offi- 
cial duties. In fact, only five of the 98 
members in the senate scored 100 per cent 
for the 5-month period. 


In the house, however, more than one 


quarter of the 436 members had perfect 
voting scores. Many members of both 
houses have records of perfect voting going 
back to 1951, '52, '54, '55. 


It is quite obvious that a perfect voting 


record over a great many years is not 
necessarily the mark of a statesman. It is 
always well to perform such an important 
duty when possible but an active senator or 
representative might be required to go to 
almost ridiculous lengths to preserve such 
a record. 


The Congressional Quarterly has kept 


score on 43 roll calls taken in the house in 
1959. 
Five Wisconsin congressmen made 


perfect scores during the 1959 session. 
They were Flynn, Johnson, Kastenmeier, 
Reuss and Zablocki. Byrnes had a voting 
record of 95 per cent for the term. Laird 
had 70 per cent, O'Konski 84, Van Pelt 95, 
Withrow 35. In the senate, the record 
for 85 roll calls during 1959 shows Prox- 
mire 96 per cent and Wiley 60 per cent. 


While there are some individual rec- 


ords that are not so good, the over-all pic- 
ture for congress is all that could be ex- 
pected and the Wisconsin delegation has a 
very favorable report 


The Bright Sign of Justice 


A few weeks ago when four white 


youths were given life sentences at Talla- 
hassee, Fla., for the rape of a Negro col- 
lege girl, much was made of the fact that no 
white man had ever been executed for the 
rape of a Negro in the history of the 
United States. As that statement was re- 
peated over and over it seemed to imply 
that until such an execution took place 
there could be no case made for the claim 
of equal justice for Negroes and whites in 
the United States. 


A few weeks later, however. Judge J. 


Henry Johnson at Beaufort, S. C., sentenced 
Private Fred G. Davis. 24, a white man, to 
die in the electric chair for raping a 47- 
year-old Negro woman. On the same day 
Judge Johnson sentenced a 19-year-old 
Negro, 
Israel Sharpe, to death for at- 


tempting to rape a white housewife. In 
both cases the jury failed to recommend 
mercy which made the death sentences 


Our Colonial Dilemma 


Although it is unlikely that the United 


States will go along with President De 
Gaulle's request that we back French poli- 
cy in Algeria, a new problem will arise next 
fall when the General Assembly of the 
United Nations convenes. Despite France's 
strenuous objections that Algeria is strictly 
an interior matter, the problem has again 
been placed on the agenda. Our abstain- 
ing from voting on a resolution in favor of 
Algerian independence last session earned 
us vituperation from both sides. 


For decades the United States has been 


a champion of the right of colonial peoples 
to cast off the shackles, since we did so 
successfully 183 years ago. President Wil- 
son proclaimed the right of self-determi- 
nism in his Fourteen Points. President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt reiterated it in the 
Atlantic Charter. But there is a long way 
between the ideal and the practical when 
human lives are involved. 


India found to its horror what can hap- 


pen when restraints on religious and racial 
bigotry are relaxed too soon, in the hide- 
ous massacres between Hindus and Mos- 
lems when India gained its independence. 
Algeria, like Kenya and the new Central 
African Federation made up of the two 
Rhodesias and Nyassaland, has been domi- 
nated economically 
and politically by 


whites and Asians, both greatly in the mi- 
nority population-wise. It is as silly to ar- 


mandatory. Even though the Negro's of- 
fense was attempted rape, Judge Johnson 
said his case had been the more vicious of 
the two because of the greater violence in- 
volved. 


The action of the South Carolina juries 


in bringing in verdicts of guilty without 
recommendation of mercy no doubt caused 
some surprise among many people who 
have been led to believe that Negroes can- 
not get justice in the southern courts. It is 
true that Negroes may have been abused 
in the south by individuals and by mobs 
but this has taken place in the north also. 
What is important, is that official govern- 
mental action in the courts in the south is 
directed toward justice for all just as it is 
in the north, the west, the east and else- 
where in the nation. And this has been il- 
lustrated not only by the juries in South 
Carolina but in many other 
instances 


throughout the south.

Our Drinking Habits 
Scientists Try but Find No Drug, 
No Specific Cure for Alcoholism 


BY HOWARD WHITMAN 


Let's get this straight at the outset: there is no specific 


cure for alcoholism. No one knows exactly what alcoholism 
is. All we really know is what alcoholics do: they" drink 
too much. 


Yet all over the country, doctors, sanitariums and "drying 


out" establishments are taking money from alcoholics who 
want to be cured. This sounds like a gyp, but it isn't. For 
alcoholism is a strange affliction; once the alcoholic has hit 
his rock bottom and crawls upward for help, most any 
legitimate treatment he gets will be of service. 


The cure is in him, not in the doctor. 
"There is no such thing as an 'alcoholic cure,'" says Dr. 


Benjamin Karpman, 
chief 


phychotherapist at St. Eliza- 
beth hospital in Washington. 
Yet he works with alcoholics. 


"No matter what you do 


some alcoholics will stop 
drinking. Then the treat- 
ment you gave them—what- 
ever it may have been—will 
be 
credited," 
comments 


Prof. Raymond G. McCar- 
thy, of the Tale Center of 
Alcohol Studies. 


The director of the center, 


Dr. Seldon Bacon, adds, "We

still don't know if there is a 
physiological factor in alco- 
holism. We're finding about 
three new ones^a year — but 
they don't hold up." 


Baffling Search 


The search for a physiologi- 


cal factor — a cause in the 
bodily function of ; the wild 
drinker — has been as baff- 
ling as the search for phycho- 
logical causes. So many scien- 
tists have tried to analyze the 
emotions of the alcoholic, to 
establish the "alcoholic per- 
sonality," that one research- 
er, Dr. Edwin E. Sutherland 
of Indiana university, decided 
to "study the studies." 


From the findings of 37 


other scientists, Dr. Suther- 
land concluded that the al- 
coholic could be "the sad 
type" — but he also could 
be "the hsppy type." He 
could be an "introvert" — 
but he also could be an "ex- 
trovert." Ii short, he could 
be anybodf. 
Some psychiatrists have re- 


fused 
to treat 
alcoholics. 


When I asked one of them 
why, he answered — serious- 
ly — "I don't want a patient 
who comes in drunk." 


That's not as ridiculous as it 


sounds, for the psychiatrist— 
in 
traditional 
treatment— 


would disregard the alcohol- 
ism as a mere "symptom" and 
did back into emotional bed- 
rock. But there couldn't be 
much digging if the patient 
were crocked. 


Yet many psychiartists try. 


One said, "Some alcoholic pa- 
tients stop drinking in spite of 
us." 


To Dr. Karpman, 
"The 


chronic alcoholic is invariably 
the victim of neurosis first, of 
alcohol second. What has to be 
cured is the underlying neuros- 
is from inherent conflicts, in 
which alcohol seems to offer a 
possible escape." 


Has One-Two Punch 


Putting today's most ad- 


vanced knowledge together, it 
appears that alcoholism packs 
a one-two punch. One—the in- 
dividual must be emotionally 
predisposed; he must have the 
kind of personality 
which 


seeks this particular brand of 
escape. Two—he must be the 
"bookable" type, the kind of 
total person—physically and 
mentally—to whom alcohol is 
an addicting drug. 


And we don't know who 


that person is until he's al- 
ready a drunk. But this we 
know: alcohol is a poison to 
him, it has a power of com- 
pulsion over him beyond be- 
lief, one drink triggers an ir- 
reversible chain reaction, 
terminable only in oblivion 
or D. T.'s. He can never be a 
normal drinker. 
Prior to the repeal of prohi- 


bition in 1933 science paid little 
attention to the "drunkard. 
But with the re-admission of 
alcohol as our 'culture's legal- 


ly acceptable drug, science 
dubbed him an " alcoholic." 
Yale university sprouted its 
famous center for alcohol stu- 
dies. In 1935, in Akron, Ohio, a 
New York stockbroker and an 
Akron doctor, both nearly 
ruined by the bottle, started 
in laboratories everywhere an 
army of scientists set out to 
find "the cure." 


Body Chemistry Same 


The first discovery was a 


disappointing one: in body 
chemistry the alcoholic was no 
different from anyone else. 
His rate of absorption of alco- 
hol was the same. 
Nor were 


there any chemical reactions 
that couldn't be found in the 
driest dry. 


The scientists turned to vita- 


mins. Just examine an alco- 
holic and you could see that he 
was vitaminstarved—like a 
victim of beriberi or scurvy. 
But again, disappointment. It 
wasn't the vitamin deficiency 
that caused the drinking, but 
the drinking which caused the 
vitamin deficiency. He drank 
bis dinner. 
• 


Next the scientists probed 


the glands. Perhaps mal-, 
function 
of the 
adrenals 


turned men to drink. Or the 
pituitary. "Glandular insuf- 
ficiency," was seen as a 
secret villain inside a man 
which, unbeknown to him, 
formed him to swill alcohol. 
Cortisone and ACTH were 


used to buck up the glands. 
But again the niggling ques- 
tion: which came first, the 
glandular insufficiency or the 
alcoholism? Were you treat- 
ing a cause or an effect? 


Made Drinkers Sick 


In 1948 Dr. J. A. Kindwall 


of Milwaukee was traveling in 
Denmark when he encounter- 
ed some interesting experi- 
ments by one Dr. Erik Jacob- 
sen. This Copenhagen doctor 
was 
feefiing 
alcoholics 
a 


chemical compound (disulfir- 
am), which he called "anta- 
buse." It was "anti" the 
"abuse" of drinking. The trick 
was simple. With this inside 
you, 
one drink would make 


you sick as a dog—only worse. 


Antabuse became quite a 


vogue on this side of the 
ocean. That it made many 
alcoholics sick as dogs is 
certain, but how many it 
"cured" is no.t. Dr. Kind- 
wall himself, who used the 
drug on patients, later pin- 


pointed its weakness. Re- 
porting on "a woman who 
earnestly wished to escape 
from her alcoholic addic- 
tion," he wrote: 
"After she had begun the 


use of antabuse and had been 
tested with alcohol and had 
liscovered its protective value 
against indulgence, she ex- 
pressed the idea, 'Now there 
appears to be some hope.' 


"But this same woman, af- 


ter taking antabuse for some 
time, finally and rather sadly 
discontinued its use because,

Tranquilizcrs, like vita-

A. A., 
with its "surrender to a 
Higher Power," its fellow- 
ship, and its love for the 
sufferer has cured many— 
some 200,000. Religion has 
cured many.
